WONDERS OF LIQUID AIR 


As a part of the School As- 
sembly Service Program, a some- 
what unusual display, "The Won- 
ders of Liquid Air,” was seen on 
the study -hall stage at 2:30 p. 
m. on September 12. 

(Before the faculty and stu- 
dents of Gould Academy, Mr. 
David Williams and his wife- 
assistant performed some al- 
most unbelievable and interest- 
ing experiments. (By the use of 
actual laboratory and some non- 
laboratory equipment, such as 
hot dogs and rubber nails, the 
strange properties of this liq- 
uid were presented. 

First the manufacture of liq- 
uid air was explained by Mi. 
Williams. He told how air is 
compressed 850 times and be- 
comes a liquid at the exceed- 
ingly low temperature of -313 °F

Colleges today are looking (next to academic record) 
for students who show proof of leadership in one or two 
fjelds, not the gad-about. who is a member of every club on 
campus. 

If you find that you have time on your hands, activity 
period or after school, why not make use of it by devoting 
your efforts to a sport or some other activity?

A Firm Foundation 

Now that the first few weeks of school have passed and 
subjects that were once new and different have begun to 
take a definite pattern, it would be conducive to us if we 
should take a few minutes to reflect on the record that we 
have made thus far. We should ask ourselves and then 
answer honestly to the question of whether the best has been 
done. It may be thought that such an attitude is unneces- 
sary, that, if in the first few weeks the tests have not shown 
qs much study as is desirable, the marks will improve as the 
year goes by. With a little thought we can see this as false 
reasoning. Many subjects, such as Latin and algebra, de- 
pend on fundamentals taught at the beginning ; the import- 
ance of the elementary facts learned in the first few weeks 
multiplies rapidly as the year progresses. Also, any lax- 
ness allowed in study habits now will become permanent if 
nothing is done in the way of correction. 

The value of getting a good foundation, and the better 
rank which ensues, is illustrated quite strikingly by the 
notices sent out by colleges, these announcements being 
typified by the recent statement by the University of Maine 
that it can no longer accept all Maine students who ap 
ply there. We can infer from this that there will be an in- 
creasing amount of competition in the coming years not only 
for college entrance but also for jobs in which a college edu- 
cation is npt required. 

It has been said that the ’teen years are the best ones of 
our lives; it is also the time when we can build the founda- 
tion, on rock or on sand, for our future. L. S.

We realize that many of our 
feminine readers might not 
quite understand the game of 
football so we shall attempt to 
make clear a few elementary 
facts of this 'English-originated 
qame. 

A kickoff starts the game, and 
the ball being .placed on the 
kicking team’s 40-yard line 
where it is kicked into the op- 
ponent’s territory.

The quarterback Is fhe fel- 
low who takes the ball from the 
center and starts the offensive 
pattern. The fullbacks and the 
halfbacks are the runners of a 
team. The two ends serve as 
blockers and as receivers of for- 
ward passes, making them eligi- 
ble to score. The two tackles and 
two guards serve mainly as 
tacklers and blockers and are 
usually the unsung heroes. The 
center is .probably the key man 
beoause bis snap of the ball 
( starts everything off. Thus we 
have attempted to give to you
